To the Chairman and Members of the 
Urban District Council of Farnworth. 


GENTLEMEN, 


I have the honour to present for your consideration my 46th Annual 
Report on the health and sanitary administyation of the Farnworth Urban 
District for the year ended 3lst December, 1920, which also is my last Report 
as your Medical Officer of Health. 


The statistics with regard to births and deaths have again been supplied 
by the Registrar-General through the County Public Health Department, and 
the number of births and deaths referred to in this report are those 
“registered” during the calendar year, and are corrected for ‘‘inward” and 
“outward” transfers. They may, therefore, differ slightly from the 
uncorrected figures compiled locally either for the calendar year or for a 
period of 52 or 53 weeks. 


AREA. The area under the jurisdiction of the Farnworth Urban 
District Council, according to the last Census return, is 1,504 statute acres. 


POPULATION. During the war period the Registrar-General, for 
statistical purposes, has used two populations, one the “ birth-rate populatian ” 
which included all elements of the population contributing to the birth-rate 
and the other the “ death-rate population ’ which excluded all non-civilian 
males whether serving at home or abroad. 


In 1920 demobilization had reached a stage at which the Registrar- 
General felt that the distinction between ‘“‘birth-rate populations” and 


> 


“death-rate populations” made during the period when a large part of the 
male population was under arms might, in general, be discontinued. A single 
estimate of population is now shown applicable to both births and deaths. 


This estimate for Farnworth is 28,925. 
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VITAL STATISTICS. 


BIRTHS AND BIRTH RATE. | The total number of births reported 
by the Registrar-General as belonging to the Urban District of Farnworth 
during the year 1920 was 702 (males 346, females 356) or 207 in excess of 
the number registered during the preceding 12 months. 


The birth rate for the Urban District corresponded to 24°2 per 1,000, no 
less than 7°2 per 1,000 above the rate for the year 1919 and 3°3 per 1,000 in 
excess of the mean of the 10 years 1910-1919. The birth rate for the year 
under report is the highest recorded for the District since 1910. 


The provisional birth rate for England and Wales for 1920 was 25°4. 


DEATHS AND DEATH RATES. The nett deaths actually belong 
ing to Farnworth for the year 1920 numbered 375—males 188, females 187, 
as compared with 472 last year and 411 in the year 1918. The total for 1920 
includes 36 deaths known as “ inward transfers,” i.e., of persons belonging to 
Farnworth who died outside the urban district and excludes 381 “ outward 
transfers,” i.e., deaths occurring mostly in the Union Workhouse of persons 
not belonging to Farnworth. The 36 “inward transfers” occurred mainly in 
public institutions such as Infirmaries, Asylums, &c. 


The tabulated statement given below analyses the causes of the 375 
deaths distinguishing males and females.

The death rate of the Urban District for the year under report, 
calculated on the estimated population previously mentioned (28,925) was 
equal to 12°9 per 1,000 as compared with a rate of 16°9 last year, 17°1 in 
1918, 16°71 in 1917, and an average of 15°4 for the decennial period 1910- 
1919. The death rate for the year under report is the lowest recorded for the 
district since 1912. 


The provisional death rate for the whole of England and Wales in 1920 
was 12°4. 


DEATHS FROM THE PRINCIPAL EPIDEMIC DISEASES. 
Under this head 29 deaths were registered, viz., enteric fever 1, measles 1, 
scarlet fever 1, whooping cough 4, diphtheria 6, and diarrhoea 16. Last 
year this group of diseases was responsible for 18 fatalities. 


The epidemic death rate calculated per 1,000 of the estimated popula- 
tion was 1°0 as compared with 0°64 last year, 1°29 in 1918, 14] in 1917, and 
an average of 1°96 for the 10 years 1910-1919. 


’ PHTHISIS (PULMONARY TUBERCULOSIS) gave rise to 22 deaths, 
“males 8, females 14, against 30 deaths last year and 32 in the year 1918. 


The death rate in 1920 corresponded to 0°76, or 0°31 below the rate 
recorded in the preceding 12 months. The average phthisis death rate for 
the past ten years was 0°95. 


BRONCHITIS AND PNEUMONIA. — Bronchitis was the cause of 26 
deaths and pneumonia 36 deaths, as compared with 47 and 49 deaths 
respectively in the preceding year. 


INFLUENZA was accredited with only 14 deaths against 67 deaths 
last year and 39 in 1918. 


CANCER (MALIGNANT DISEASE) caused 22 deaths, males 8, 
females 14, or 14 fewer than in the previous year. 


INFANTILE MORTALITY. The total number of deaths registered 
of infants under the age of one year belonging to the Urban District of Farn- 
worth was 88, males 52, females 36, an increase as compared with last year of 
25 deaths. Of these deaths 8 were illegitimate, males 5, females 3. 


The infant death rate calculated per 1,000 registered births corresponded 


to 125 as compared with a rate of 127 last year, 113 in 1918, 115 in 1917, 
and an average of 143 for the 10 years 1910-1919. 


The infant death rate for the whole of England and Wales in 1920 was 
80 per 1,000 registered births.

GENTLEMEN, 


I have pleasure in submitting to you my Twentieth Annual Report of 
the sanitary work carried out during the year ended 31st December, 1920. 


Much of this work has been effected without the necessity of serving 
notices, as many of the owners or persons responsible for the sanitary condition 
of premises, on being interviewed, expressed their willingness to carry out the 
work required. 


On account of the shortage of materials, during a portion of the year, 
rauch work of an essential character, especially the conversion of privies into 
water closets, had to be deferred, but I am pleased to say that this work is 
again being pushed forward. 


The following summary records the work done, which, [ may say, has 
been carried out with as little delay as possible, and with due regard for the 
public health :

The case of Typhoid Fever occurred at a house supplied with a privy 


closet. 


The 33 cases of Diphtheria occurred in 32 houses, 14 cases at 13 houses 
provided with privies, 5 cases at 5 houses provided with W.W.Cs., and 14 
cases at 14 houses with W.Cs. 


Your District has again been free from Small-Pox. 
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Smoke Observations. 


Twelve observations of 60 minutes each have been taken of works’ 
chimneys within your District, none of which have exceeded 71 minutes of 
black smoke, the average time black smoke was emitted per observation being 
2 minutes 35 seconds. 


No notices have been served for the abatement of smoke nuisances. 


Common Lodging’ Houses. 


Your District is at the present time without a registered Common 
Lodging House. 


Slaughter Houses and Tripe Boilers. 


The licences of 11 slaughter-houses in your District have been renewed 
during the year, and these, together with the two tripe boiling places in the 
town, have received 42 visits, and nothing more than verbal notice has been 
required to ensure the requisite limewashing, cleanliness, sanitary condition of 
floors, and the removal of refuse. 


Dairies and Cowsheds. 


These are well kept, and have received 76 visits, whilst the regulations 
in force as to limewashing, cleanliness, etc., have been duly observed. No 
notices have been served under the Dairies and Cowsheds Order. 


Inspections have been made, along with Mr. Whitehead, Veterinary 
Inspector, of all Dairy Cows in the District, with a view to detecting whether 
any were suffering from any injurious disease. Only one was suspected, and 
on a sample of the milk being analysed, it was certified to being suffering from 
Tuberculosis. The animal was then slaughtered, and after inspection the 
whole carcase was condemned as being unfit for food. There are now on the 
register 3 Dairymen, and 15 Cowkeepers. 


Factories and Workshops. 


175 visits have been made to the various Bakehouses, Factories, and 
Workshops. The nuiber of Workshops on the register at the end of the year 
was 77, including 27 Bakehouses. These are clean and well kept, and no 
difficulty has been experienced with the occupiers to secure the observance of 
the Acts in force as to limewashing, sanitary condition, etc. 


Four notices have been received from the Inspector of Factories, draw- 
ing attention to defects. The work required at three of these places has 
received attention, whilst in the other case, tenders for the work required were 
being obtained, and the firm concerned have given an undertaking to carry out 
the work as early as possible. It has been necessary to serve only one 
preliminary notice in order to secure the following, viz. :—

GENTLEMEN, 


IT am submitting for your consideration the report for the twelve months 
ending December, 1920, of Nurse Aspden and myself. 


During the year 696 births have been registered, and 82 deaths under 
one year have occurred. 


660 births were of legitimate children, and 36 were illegitimate. 


The births show an increase of 170 on the number registered during 
1919, but an‘increase of 21 deaths during the year. 


We record the highest number of births for 1920 during the last 10 
years: in 1910 we recorded 700 births.
